Walker  doesn't  consider  himself  an  actor,  he  calls  himself  a 
writer.

The  dropout  had  a  hard  time  writing  and  reading  as  a  youth.  He 
later  went  back  to  school  and  earned  his  GED.  "Writers  have  power 
and  they  have  a  better  chance  at  a  career." 

"You  can  have  kids  if  you  like,  but  when  you  have  them,  you  have 
to  raise  them,"  stated  the  comedian.

After  a  short  stint  in  education,  he  was  elected  alderman  of  Bolton.  He  served  as  alderman  from 
1969-1973.  In  1973,  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Bolton  where  he  served  until  1979.  In  1979,  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Hinds  County  Board  of  Supervisors  and  served  from  1980  to  1993.  In  1993, 
Thompson  was  elected  in  a  special  election  to  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives  from  the 
Second  Congressional  District  of  Mississippi  receiving  over  55  percent  of  the  votes. 

Thompson  has  been  active  in  numerous  civic,  community  and  professional  organizations.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Tougaloo  College,  and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Southern 
Regional  Council  and  the  Housing  Assistance  Council.  Thompson  also  has  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Democratic  National  Committee. 

During  the  103rd  Congress,  Thompson  is  serving  on  three  major  committees  in  the  House.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Agriculture  Committee,  where  he  is  serving  on  the  Environment,  Credit  and  Rural 
Development,  and  the  General  Farm  Commodities  subcommittees.

We're 
going  to  carry  just  45  players  on  our  roster,  14  were  stated 
last  year,  and  all  of  the  offensive  line  are  sophomores. " 
High  hopes  reign  in  the  athletic  department.  Offensive 
guards  Chris  Johnson  and  David  Marks,  offensive  tack- 
les Contrassies  Grayson  and  Frank  Hamilin,  center 
Maurice  Dadd  and  tight  end  Kenneth  Harris  started  last 
year.  For  the  first  time  in  memory,  Coahoma  has  an  all 
sophomore  line  with  a  sophomore  quarterback  Jamahl 
Barns  who  was  among  the  state's  leader  in  passing  last 
year.

Coach  Ella  Morris,  who  has  formerly  led  her  lady 
Tigers  Basketball  teams  to  national  and  regional 
championships,  says  this  team  has  what  it  takes  to 
be  successful. 

Four  of  the  15  players  are  returning  sophomores: 
Gloria  Bridgeman,  guard;  Adriane  Hart,  guard; 
Tameka  Redd,  center,  and  Tonya  "Pokey"  Norment, 
guard/forward.  The  freshman  class  is  catching  on 
quickly,  and  as  the  season  progresses,  they  are 
expected  to  get  better. 

During  practice,  the  Lady  Tigers'  coach  has 
stressed  the  importance  of  good  pressure;  defense 
and  good  ball  handling  as  well  as  quickness  and 
speed  to  run  the  floor.

ball coach  A.  B.  White  sums  up  his  expectations  for  the 
season.  With  16  of  his  20  returning  letterman  seniors, 
Coach  White  and  his  staff  believes  this  is  the  year  the 
Tigers  have  an  honest  shot  at  the  District  Three 
Championship.

We're  lucky  because  Randy  (Barnett- a- senior),  Danny 
(Artis- senior),  and  Niren  (Gipson-senior)  behind  him, 
we  should  be  able  to  establish  a  running  game  and  have 
that  passing  option, "  said  White. 

Tigers  should  be  strong  on  defense.  The  senior 
starters  from  last  year  include  Lang  at  safety,  Jamar 
Broom  at  linebacker,  Chris  Taylor  cornerback,  Cedric 
Moore  end,  Johnny  Ellis  noseguard,  Jeffery  Williams 
end,  and  Johnny  Smith  safety. 

Add  to  that  these  juniors  returning  for  their  third 
year  and  it  adds  up  to  a  defense  that  should  make  some 
stops  —  James  Washington,  Kendrick  Youngblood, 
Corey  Suggs,  and  Elzy  Furdge. 

On  defense,  look  for  Tigers  to  work  out  of  a  five  man 
line  with  variations.
